REPORT ON EDUCATION. 


There are so many interesting relations between education and reli- 
gion, that it is of the highest importance to the welfare of any people, 
that the training of their children should be conducted under religious 
auspices. Especially is it true that the Baptists cannot afford to allow 
other denominations to educate their children, and we are therefore, glad 
to congratulate our brethren upon the number and prosperity of our 
schools in the State, We have female schools of high grade at Murfrees- 
boro, Wilson, Oxford and Thomasville, with good academies in many 
parts of the State. Wake Forest College has a Faculty of eight men, 
and the last catalogue showed an attendance of one hundred and seven- 
ty-one students for the session of 1879-80, and the promise of the present 
year indicates an increased patronage. Of this number of students, 
thirty were young ministers, and of them, twelve were beneficiaries, 
We shall probably have a larger number of ministerial students this 
year, and twenty have already been accepted as beneficiaries by the 
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Board of Education. This is a larger number of beneficiaries than we 
have had before, and we earnestly hope that this body will aid the Board 
in mecting the largely increased demand upon the treasury, 

As to our Associational school at Warsaw, we are glad to be able to 
report that it is in a prosperous condition ; that during the past year 
another large building has been erected, by which a complete separation 
between the boys and girls has been effected, as well as inereesed facili- 
ties for boarding afforded. The rates of this institution, both as to board 
and tuition, are exceedingly low, and as first-class advantages for educa- 
ting both sexes are here presented, we respectfully urge the brethren of 
this body to reward the Principal for his energy and enterprise by a lib- 
eral patronage.

REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


The Foreign Missionaries of the Southern Baptist Convention are sev- 
enteen in number. These, with twenty-eight native assistants, consti- 
tute our entire Missionary foree in foreign lands. They are all efficient, 
seli-sacrificing and consecrated men and women, especially deserving our 
fervent prayers and faithful support. Their fields are constantly enlarg- 
ing, and not only they themselves, but the heathen are earnestly appeal- 
ing to us for larger contributions and more missionaries to carry on this 
great enterprise.

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REPORT ON HOME AND STATE MISSIONS. 


The Home Mission Board of the Southern Baptist Convention aims to 
aid in planting the Gospel in the towns and cities of the Southwest and 
in the Indian Territory. A wide and important field is entrusted to our 
brethren of the Board, and they are entitled to our confidence and 
hearty and liberal support. The Indians have received special attention 
in the labors of the Board and excellent results have followed. The 
Baptists have a large and increasing membership among those red men of 
the forest, but they still need the instruction and oversight of men who 
have been trained in the doctrines of the Gospel, and means are needed 
to carry on this work effectually. In the cities and towns of the South 
and Southwest, this Board has done a gracious and blessed work. ‘This 
wide field is still open to us; and is becoming annually more and more 
important in the changed condition of social and business life since the 
late civil war. This is only one agency for occupying these fields, and it 
should be liberally sustained. ‘Che Board of Missions of our State Con- 
vention aims to combine the efforts of the North Carolina Baptists for 
planting the Gospel in every part of the State. Very mnch has been 
done in this direction, but muck still remains to be effected. In many 
smaller towns we have neither houses of worship nor regular preaching. 
In large sections of the State, our principles are seldom proclaimed, and 
but little known. As followers of the Lord Jesus, we are not to rest 
until his last command, ‘* preach the Gospel to every creature,’’? shall 
have been fulfilled as to our own beloved State. We do therefore com- 
mend this Board, and its work, to the churches of this Association, and 
urge them to prayerful and earnest co-operation. We would especially 
commend to the consideration of this body the work in the Tar River 
Association ; and we would earnestiy suggest that a subscription be made 
to aid our brethren of that body in sustaining a Missionary for the coun- 
ties of Pitt and Greene, a region lying along our own borders.

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GHURCH- COVENAN T. 


Having been led, as we believe, by the Spirit of God, to receive the 
Lord Jesus Christ as our Saviour, and on the profession of our faith, 
baving been baptized in the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost, we do now in the presence of God, engels and this as- 
sembly, most solemnly and joyfully enter into covenant with one another, 
as one body in Christ. 

We engage, therefore, by the aid of the Holy Ghost, to walk together 
in Christian love; to strive for the advancement of this church, in know- 
ledge, holiness and comfort ; to promote its prosperity and spirituality ; 
to sustain its worship, ordinances, discipline and doctrines; to contribute 
cheerfully and regularly to the support of the ministry, the expenses of 
the church, the relief of the poor, and the spread of the Gospel through 
all nations. 

We also engage to maintain family and seeret devotion ; to religiously 
educate our children 3 to seek the salvation of our kindred and acqnaint- 
ances 5 to walk circumspectly in the world; to be just in our dealings, 
faithful in our engagements, and exemplary in our deportment; to avoid 
all tattling, back-biting and excessive anger ; to abstain from the sale 
aud use of intoxicating drinks as a beverage, and to be zealous in our 
efforts to advance the Kingdom of our Saviour. 

We further engage to watch over one another in brotherly love ; to re- 
member each other in prayer; to aid each other in sickness and distress; 
to cultivate Christian sympathy in feeling, and courtesy in speech ; to be 
slow to take offence, but always ready for reconciliation, and mindful of 
the rules of our Saviour, to secure it without delay. 

We, moreover, eugage that when we remove from this place, we will, 
as soon as possible, unite with some other church, where we can carry 
out the spirit of this Covenant, and the principles of God’s word. 


Constitution of the Eastern Baptist Association. 


ARTICLE 1—This Association shall be denominated and known as the 
EASTERN ASSOCIATION. 

ART. 2—The object of this Association shall be the promotion of 
Christ’s Kingdom among men; and the means of accomplishing this 
shall be in strict conformity to the New Testament. 

ART. 3—This Association shall be composed of delega’es chosen by 
the churches connected with it, each church being entitled to three del- 
egates, Who shall be members of that church. 

ART. 4—The delegates from each church shall bear a letter, certifying 
their appointment, and communicating information relative to the state 
of the church ; Provided, however That when any church has prepared a 
letter and through inadvertence the letter fails to be presented, her dele- 
gates may be received without its presentation. 

ART. 5—The officers of this Association shall be a Moderator, Clerk 
end Treasurer, who shall be’annually chosen from among its members 
by ballot, by a majority of the members voting, and continue in office 
until their successors are elected. 

ART. 6—It shall be the duty of the Moderator to enforce an obsery- 
ance of the Constitution, preserve order, appoint committees, decide all 
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questions of order, give his opinion on any question under discussion 
after others have spoken, and give the casting vote In case of a tie. ; 

Arr. 7—It shall be the duty of the Clerk to record the proceedings 0 
each annual session, and superintend their printing and distribution 

a renes, £ 
iii ceciealal aa be the duty of the Treasurer to receive all funds it 
up by the churches, or collected during the session of this bod) , and d A 
burse the game as ordered by the Association. He shall also make to the 
Association an annual report of the condition of the Treasury. _ 

Art. 9—The Association shall appoint an Executive Committee of 
seven members, which committee shall have the superintendence of As- 
sociational Missions and Colportage. They’shall have the power to dis- 
purse all sums paid by the Treasurer of the Association for the objects 
under their charge, and during intervals between the meetings of ae 
body to receive and disburse funds for those objects, and to ee cue. 
steps for their advancement as they shall deem advisable, and shall make 
an annual report to the Association of their doings. y : 

Arr. 10—The Association shall not maintain fellate with any 0 

‘ches which neglect to preserve gospel order. ; 
Daoe She Association a invite visiting and corresponding breth- 
ren to seats and extend to them ail the privileges of the body, except 
el es 2-the annual session of this Association shall commence on 
Tuesday after the first Lord’s day in October, at such place as may be 
Me 13—By appointment of the Association, there shall be an Intro- 
ductory Sermon of a denominational character, and a Missionary Sermon. 

Art. 14—This Constitution may be amended at any annual session by 
a vote of two-thirds of the members present. 


Rules of Order. 


1.—On the meeting of the Association, the Moderator of the preced- 
ing session shall preside until bis successor Is known. In case of his 
absence a chairman pro tem shall be elected. : WL 

9.—Each session of the Association shall be opened with ,religious ex- 
ercises, to be conducted by whomsoever the presiding officer may name. 

3 —At each daily session, and previous to proceeding to business, the 
names of the delegates shall be called, and the proceedings of the pre- 
vious daily session read. 

4.—The members shall observe towards the officers and each other that

5.—Any member wishing to speak shall arise and address the presiding 
officer, He shall confine himself strictly to the question under consider- 
ation, and avoid personalities. ; f 5 

6.—-No member shall speak more than twice on the same question with-

g.—No motion shall be withdrawn after its discussion. i" 

9,—When a question is under discussion, no motion or proposition 
shall be received, except to adjourn,.to lay on the table, to amend, or 
postpone indefinitely, which several motions shall have preference in the 
order in which they are stated. 
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10. —After a motion is decided, any member having voted in the ma- 


jority may move a reconsideration. 


11.—No member shall absent himself during the session of the Associ- 
ation without permission of the presiding officer, and no one shall take 
final leave of absence without the permission of the Association, and if 
any shall so do, their absence shall be noted in the minutes. 

12.—All questions, except such as relate to the Constitution, shall be 
decided by a majority of votes. 

13.—The Association shall have the right to decide what subjects shall 
be admitted to consideration. 

14.—The Rules of Order may be altered or amended at any session of | 
the Association by a majority of votes. 


Rules of Decorum for the Churches. 


1.—We will hold at least four Conference meetings in the year for 
the transaction of business, also special meetings whenever requisite. 

2.—The names of the members shall be called at every regular meeting, 
and there shall be due notice taken of the absence of those who discover 
a disposition to absent themselves. 

3.—At every Conference, the pastor, in his right of office, shall preside 
as Moderator, and in case of his absence, the Conference shall appoint a 
Moderator pro tem, who shall open Conference by devotional exercises. 

4,—The Clerk shall keep a church book, in which all the proceedings 
of the Conference shall be faithfully transcribed, and at every regular 
meeting the minutes of the preceding meeting shall be read immediately 
aiter the names are called. 

5.—An invitation will be given to brethren of our faith and order to 
sit with us in Conference, who shall enjoy all the privileges of the meet- 
ing except that of voting. 

6.—Every subject for the consideration of the Conference shall be in- 
troduced by a motion, which, when seconded, shall be debated and acted 
upon, unless withdrawn by the mover, 

at very speaker shall rise and address the Moderator by the appella- 
tion of brother, and shall confine his remarks to the subject under de- 
bate and shall not be allowed to speak more than twice on one subject 
unless by permission of the Church. 

8.—No member shal! withdraw from the Conference without the per- 
mission of the Moderator. 

§.—It shall be required that in matters of difference between mem- 
bers, before complaint is made to the Church, the aggrieved party shall 
have attended to the instructions of the Lord, Matt. 18th chapter, 16th, 
17th and 18th verses, and publie offences or such as operate against the 
peace of the Church, shall be the subject of discipline. 

10.—All questions submitted to the Conference shall be decided by a 
majority of votes, except receiving members to fellowship; and any 
question may be reconsidered upon the motion of any one \vho may - 
vote in the affirmative. 

11.—The Moderator shall propound all questions for vote—shall keep 
the speakers to the subject under debate—may express his own views, 
after others are done speaking, and see that these rules are faithfully 
observed. 

12.—These Rules of Decorum may be altered or amended by a vote of 
two-thirds of the whole Church. 


Kesolwed, That this Association recommend the adoption of ‘the fore- 


going rules to all the Churches that comprise this body..
